M. Nixon warned the Cuban 
government today it cannot ex- 
pect continued American invest- 
ments unless it makes United 
States business interests wel- 
come. 

He told a press conference 
the United States Government 
has no intention of interfering 


in Cuba’s internal affairs, but | 
if Cuba confiscates American- 
owned property without compen- | 
sation, ‘Cuba must expect some | 
reaction.”’ 

Nixon noted the American 
public at present is paying a 
premium of about $180,000,000 


for Cuban sugar. 

“We believe that was in our 
best interest in the past, but 
there are other Latin American 
countries — Mexico and Peru — 
that would like larger quotas. 

“IT am not suggesting that the 
quota will be changed. I am only 
suggesting that the pressure 
within Congress will be very 
great to change it as long as 
Cuban government policies in- 
volve confiscation of American 
interests in Cuba.”’ 

No Need for Alarm. 

Discussing Russian Premier 
Khrushchev’s recent announce- 
ment that the Soviet Uhion has 
a mighty new weapon, Nixon 
said he has no idea what it 
might be but there should be no 
alarm in this country. 

“IT would like to point out we 
have striking power of sufficient 
quantity and quality that no 
weapon we can conceive of is 
sufficient to destroy our retalia- 
tory power, even in a surprise 
attack, or reduce Khrushchev’s 
fear of what might happen if he 
starts something.” 

Nixon criticized Senator John 
Kennedy’s recent attack on Pres- 
ident Eisenhower’s leadership 
ability. 

“My own study of the Ameri- 
can political system leads me to 
characterize the difference be- 
tween strong and weak presi- 
dents differently than he did,” 
Nixon said.

SAYS NEW BILL 
APPARENTLY 1 
VERY WORKABLE? 


Revised Measure Re- 
tains for Aldermen a 
Final Check Before 
Any Changes Go Into 
Effect. | 


Traffic Commissioner Ellis C. 
Henry Jr. said today the bill giv- 
ing him enlarged and expanded 
powers is apparently “‘a very 
workable” ordinance, 

The measure, enacted yester- 
day by the Board of Aldermen, 
was a subsitute for one sub- 
mitted to the board earlier by 
the city administration. 

The revised measure, 4s 
adopted, retained for the alder- 
men a final check on traffic 
control proposals, 

This was accomplished by 
writing into the bill a require- 
ment that the clerk of the Board 
of Aldermen be given advance 
notice of any proposed traffic 
regulations. 

Major Step Forward. 

Henry .said he had not yet 
been given a copy of the bill as 
finally enacted. 

If the only major change is 
the requirement for reporting 


proposals to the board, however, 
he said, the new ordinance will 
constitute a major step forward 
in centralizing control and és- 
tablishing responsibility for traf-. 
fic regulation. 

The bill takes from the alder- 
men and gives to the commiis- 
sioner most of the authority to 
set speed limits and establish 
other traffic controls. The com- 
missioner’s decisions will be de- 


termined by such factors as 
traffic counts and width of | 
streets. 

Before the traffic commissioner 
can exercise his new powers to 
install traffic lights, stop signs 
and other traffic regulatory de- 
Vices, he must give the clerk 
of the Board of Aldermen 14 
days’ notice, under the substi- 
tute bill. 


Under the bill, no changes can 
be put into effect by the traffic 
commissioner when the Board 
of Aldermen is in recess. Nor- 
mally, the board recesses only 
briefly for major holidays and 
for about 10 weeks during the 
summer. 

The bill, however; makes no 
change in the traffic commis- 

ioner’s authority to take any 
ction necessary to cope with 
serious emergencies. This pow- 
er can be exercised even when 
the board is in recess. 


View on 14-Day Notice. 


The 14-day notice requirement 
is not expected to hamper the 
operations of the traffic division, 
since present law requires that | 
any changes must be advertised | 
in the City Journal before they 
can become effective. This pro- 
cedure usually .requires from | | 
10 to 20 days.

The fact that the Soviet Union is financing 
the first stage, due to Western withdrawal of 
offers in 1956, should not prohibit renewed 
Western interest. Nasser obviously intends 
to make this an Egyptian project, regardless 
of where the money comes from. At the re- 
cent ceremonies. marking the start of con- 
struction, there was no kowtowing to the 
Russians; the emphasis was on Egyptian and 
Arab achievement. Soviet machinery was in 
evidence and the Soviet Minister of Electric 
Power Station Construction spoke of Russian 
aid, but he was not the honor guest. 

When Secretary Dulles canceled the West- 
ern plan for financing the dam in 1956, he 
wanted to scotch the notion that neutral na- 
tions could bargain best by playing off the 
West against the East. It was also thought 
that Nasser had mortgaged too many national 
assets to the Russians, to obtain arms for his 
military buildup against Israel. Dulles’s po- 
sition coincided with opposition from a Con- 
gressional alliance of conservative Republi- 
cans, cotton state Congressmen fearful of 
Egyptian competition, and Zionists and Israeli 
sympathizers. : 

Doubtless the same groups would still op- 
pose Western assistance. But a project once 
considered practical by the World Bank, an 
agency staffed by some of the most able men 
in world finance, should not be dropped with- 
out good reason. Further Soviet penetration 
of the Middle East is certainly not desirable, 
and stability in Egypt and the United Arab 
Republic should benefit the entire area. The 
whole matter should be reconsidered in the 
light of today’s conditions. 


Senator Kennedy’s Opener 


Senator Kennedy’s address before the Na- 
tional Press Club was his first major speech 
of the 1960 campaign as a presidential candi- 
date. The text was carefully prepared and crit- 
ics of the Eisenhower Administration found 
the Senator’s words apt and trenchant. Mr. 
Kennedy did not come off so well in the 
question-and-answer period following the for- 
mal talk; he was particularly evasive on the 
subject of what primaries he intends to enter. 

On the whole, the Senator’s appearance un- 
derlined a difficulty he faces in a greater de- 
gree than the average candidate. He may at- 
tract listeners by the sharpness of his criti- 
cism of the Republican Administration, but 
his real task is to convince the voters he can 
do better. He is only 42 years old, and his 
experience has been confined to three terms 
ih the House and a little more than one term 
in the Senate. 

Thus when Mr. Kennedy said, for example; 
that under President Eisenhower “our needs 
and hopes have been eloquently stated, but 
the initiative and follow-through have too 
often. been left to others,” he reflected the 
view of this newspaper as well as other com- 
mentators. But that has no bearing on Mr. 
Kennedy’s as yet untested executive skill. 

Mr. Kennedy did perform a service in iden- 
tifying and listing some of the unsolved prob- 
lems of the nineteen-fifties that will be in- 
herited by the Administrations of the sixties, 
whether Democratic or Republican. If the 
country is to benefit from this year’s cam- 
paign, these must be debated. Mr. Kennedy 
included the widening missile gap, the rise 
of Communist China, the failure of the under- 
developed nations to progress fast enough, the 
latent crises in Berlin and the Formosa Strait, 
the deterioration of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, the lack of an arms control 
agreement and nagging. educational, agricul- 
tural and urban problems at home. 

If in the course of the campaign the Sena- 
tor offers constructive solutions to these 
problems he will be in a better position to 
criticize Administration deficiencies. 


Life on the Mississippi 


Mark Twain’s lament for the end of life on 
the Mississippi was as premature as that re- 
port of his death. True, just about all the 
packets of his day have been snagged, have 
burned to the water’s edge, or have disinte- 
grated at backwater moorings. The towboats 
which hé-hated are more than ever the lords 
of the river. 

For all their gaudy glory, the old paddle- 


- wheelers were headed for trouble even with- 


out railroad ¢ tion. As curleycue was 
added to curleycue to entice passengers 
aboard, holds were built smaller and freight 
rates pushed higher. .As national expansion 
turned the country’s axis from North-South 
to East-West, the packets also lost passengers 
as well as cargoes. 

Capt. Joseph L. Streckfus of St. Louis saw 
them change. He was a riverman, but not of 
the school of Shreve, Swonn, Bixby and Sell- 
ers. In 1878 his father took over the Diamond 
Jo line on the upper river, the St. Louis-St. 
Paul run which needs a saint at each end to 
keep things reasonably under control. Cap- 
tain Joe and his youngest brother, Captain 


“John, saw the passengers depart and sent the 


boats out on excursions by day and by night. 

Nowadays the father ofs the bride does not 
charter a steamer so that his daughter may be 
married in its elegant salon, but Cupid simply 
has shifted his activities to the dance floor 


and the moonlit deck. That’s how Captain Joe 


‘came to give such dance-band musicians as 
Louis Armstrong and Wayne King a big boost 
to fame. In 1933 he and his brother built the 
President, sticking to tradition at least to the 


‘extent of curleycues, crowned smokestacks 


and white paint. Only a few years later, how- 
ever, they made the big break, building the 
huge, stream-lined? silver-gray Admiral in the 
shadow of Eads bridge, the bridge which old- 
time pilots and ferry-men blamed for the in- 
evitable.

Admiral leaves the levee and steams by the 
Carondelet yard where Captain Eads built his

line. And who Knows what would happen to 
e Southerners if they could not play by 
their own book? 

The support of such Republicans as Sena- 
tor Curtis of Nebraska and Senator Dirksen of 
Illinois is just about as self-explanatory. Here 
was an opportunity to do the Southerners one 
of those favors redeemable in votes when the 
reactionaries are on the defensive. This is the 
keystone of the obstructionist Dixiecrat al- 
liance. 


Yet since Republican Senator Keating of 
New York joined Hennings in sponsoring the 
amendment, it is clear that the best elements 
in both parties recognize its fairness. It is 
encouraging, too, that the Senate made this 
bill the first major legislation to be taken up 
at this pre-election session. There is an urgent 
need for more realistic ceilings on campaign 
expenditures, and for full publicity on all 
campaign funds and their sources. Senator 
Gore’s proposed formula for ceilings on na- 
tional campaign expenditures seems reason- 
able although there are others which are ac- 


‘ceptable. There is doubt, however, about the 


proposal which would allow’ a presidential 
candidate or his spouse to spend from per- 
sonal funds as much as 10 per cent of the 
campaign total. That is a lot of money, and 
such amendments look more like loopholes 
than efforts to tighten up the present regula- 
tions. But full publicity is even more im- 
portant than limits on campaign chests in the 
effort to eliminate such funds as sources of 
political corruption. 

It remains to be seen whether Congress is 
more disposed to act now than it has been in 
the past. Somehow many of its members have 
managed not to realize that this issue involves 


-their own self-respect. 


Good Competition From Canada 


For many years Canadian scholars flowed 
across the border to better paying university 
teaching positions in the United States. Now, 
we learn from the Toronto Globe and Mail, 
the movement has been reversed. The Cana- 
dians are beginning to go back home and 
quite a few citizens of the United States are 
following them. 


The executive secretary of the Canadian 
Association of University Teachers says that 
in 1959, some 80 per cent of the inquiries 
about job openings at one Canadian college 
came from the United States. At another in- 
stitution, an opening in the English faculty 
brought inquiries from 20 Canadians who had 
gone to.the United States. In 1956 the Uni- 
versity of Toronto lost seven faculty members 
across the border. The loss was cut to two 
a year and now the migration is the other way. 

The attraction is the salary level, which 
runs as high as $2500 a year more at some 
Canadian universities. At the University of 


Toronto, full professors receive from $12,000 * 


to $16,000, with the average at about $14,000. 
This is on a level with Harvard, Yale and 
Princeton and while not all Canadian institu- 
tions pay that well, they are tending up at a 
time when many colleges and universities in 


this country are finding it difficult to raise 


salaries. 

For most citizens of the United States, Can- 
ada is the big geographical expanse to the 
north, a friendly neighbor and not much more. 
This news about salary scales’ at Canadian 
universities ahd colleges gives us all some- 
thing to think about. 


Remedies in the Courthouse 


Councilman Grantham’s bill to mechanize 
the county’s horse-and-buggy tax-billing sys- 
tem is a forward step out of the mess en- 
gineered by Collector Devereaux. But by no 
means should it be considered a substitute 
for the basic Charter reforms sought by the 
newly-formed nonpartisan citizens’ commit- 
tee. 

The business machines that Mr. Grantham 
would install in the-county’s offices would 
work only to the extent that they were under 
intelligent and ‘efficient direction. Without 
the structural changes that the citizens group 
urges be made, there would be no guarantee 
against a repetition of the recent tax-bill 
fiasco, machines or no machines. 

The structural changes needed are two. 
One would eliminate the elective offices of 
county assessor and collector. Their duties 
would be consolidated with the tax functions 
of the county clerk in a new department of 
revenue. It would be headed by a director 
appointed by the Supervisor on the basis of 
merit as measured against fixed standards. 


Complementing this proposal would be 
another, placing all employes of the proposed. 
new revenue office under the county merit 
system. This would assure that the people 
who ran the machines would know what they 
were doing; that they would be hired and 
retained on the job because of their qualifi- 
cations, not their political connections.

New Farm Reform in Russia? 


Hint of Emphasis on Collectives Instead of State Farms Violates Red Doctrine 


An Editorial in 
The Des Moines Register 


Is Premier Khrushchev considering 
another step toward a freer, more de- 
centralized agricultural economy in 
Russia? A hint has been dropped in 
a Soviet publication that the state 
farms (government property) might 
eventually be converted to collective 
farms (co-operatives). . 

When Khrushchev abolished the ma- 
chine-tractor stations a year ago and 
transferred their equipment to the col- 

lective farms, it 
seemed that this

farms. That would 
he logical in Com- 
munist theory. 

In the collective farms, the workers 
are members who share in the returns 
of the business. A state farm is run 
by. the state just as any socialized 
factory is run, with the workers paid

Soviet doctrine from the beginning 
has been that state property is a high- 
er form of socialism than co-operative 
property. Khrushchev has been say- 
ing for several years that the collec- 
tive farms should ultimately be con- 
verted into state farms. 

But he has done little or nothing to 
carry out this policy and, in fact, has 
taken several steps to strengthen the 
collective farms. He has given them au-

A Kentucky Happy Hunting Ground 
magazine article showed how deer 
were worth $5280 apiece to bowhunters 
and $1200 to gun hunters. The basis 
(and it’s all cockeyed, we admit), was 
number of hunters, average per-day 
expenditures, number of days hunted 
and success ratio. I decided to apply 
it,to our own deer herd and, if you be- 
lieved this, you’d have some astronom- 
ical values attached to those white- 
tails. 

We had 3670 archers last year. They 
hunted 11 days out of the 75-day season 
(figures grabbed from thin air). That 
made a total of 40,370 archer days’ 
hunting. Let’s say an archer spends

Although Khrushchev continues to 
brag about surpassing the United 
States in production of meat, milk and 
eggs, it is obvious that things aren’t 
going well. Soviet grain production 
was down sharply in 1959—and not 
just because of bad weather. At the 
recent Communist party central com- 
mittee meeting, ‘“‘serious shortcom- 
ings’’ in agricultural leadership got 
blamed. Special fire was directed at 
the Kazakhstan republic. This is part 
of Khrushchev’s ‘‘new lands’ area 


_ which is entirely state farms. 


When fhe Soviet premier was in 
Iowa, he was asked whether there 
were any plans to convert the collec- 
tive farms to state farms, and he re- 
plied that there were no such plans 
for the immediate future at least. He 
said that the well-to-do collective farm- 
ers did not want to be put into state 
farms, , 

If the state farms should become 
collectives, this would be the most. sig- 
nificant development in agricultural 
policy in the Soviet Union under 
Khrushchev’s ‘‘new deal.” It would 
be the plainest sign yet of Khrush- 
chev's practical and flexible approach 
to Communist theory. 

It is difficult to see how this could 
be justified as Leninist theory and a 
step forward on the march to Commu- 
nism. But if Khrushchev wants to do 
it, he probably can get by with it.

Louisan captured the most im- 
portant bowling championship of 
them all, the All-Star, and in so 
doing he made a lot of tenpin 
pros eat their words. 

Smith is called a “cranker” 
because he whips his hook out 
at the pins—or “‘cranks” it—and 
relies heavily on explosive force. 
Many bowlers felt that only 
more relaxed throwers of 
smooth, rolling balls had much 
chance in a 100-game tourna- 
ment.

Mayor John Azbill of Risco, 
Mo., was found not guilty of in- 
come tax evasion last night after 
he testified that he had un- 
wittingly omitted some income 
from his tax returns in 1952, 
1953, 1954 and 1955. 

A jury in United States States 
District Judge George H. 
Moore’s court deliberated for 
more than four hours before 
reaching the verdict. The trial 
lasted two weeks and 45 wit- 
nesses were heard. 

An Internal Revenue Service 
agent testified that Mayor Az- 
bill, a farmer in the New Madrid 
county community, owed the 
Government $3200 in taxes for 
the four years. He paid $1674 
during that period. 

In his defense, Azbill declared 
that he had accounted for all 
but a few of his crops and had 
“‘not knowlingly evaded taxes.”
